1. (Currently Amended) An codurabledecoiadon light string compriang: 

a set of light strings; and 

one or more non-electrical connector, wherein said light string includes a set of 
mutually connective luminaries and an electrical conductor, said electrical conductor bemg 
5 single ormultiple wires, and saidendurable decoration ligihtstring includes said non-electrical 

connector extending substantially parallel or winding with said electrical conductor to fix a 
portion of said non-electrical connector on a predctcrniined fixed position on each of a head 
end, a tail end and a center part of the decoration light string, by said non-electrical connector 
tyii^ a knot on said predetermined fixed position to enhance endurable strengthenjzig of the 
1 0 decoration light string, wherein the resistance strength to the draw force of said non-electrical 

connector is greater than that of said electrical conductor and the rate of extension of said aflBc 
electrical connector is smaller tiban that of said electrical conductor.

3. (Previously Presented) An endurable decoration ligit string as claimed in claim 1, 
wherem the length of said electrical conductor is longer tiian the length of said non-electtical 
connector in between two or more than two predetamined fixed positions. 

4. (Previously Presented) An endurable decoration light string as claimed in claim 1. 
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vAeieiasaidiion-electri(»l comiector extends paraUel and wm 
between the predetermined fixed positions. 

5. (Previously Piesented) An endurable decoration lighi string as claimed in claim 1, 
wlierein said predetemined fixed position is defined as being on a long trunk or in a separate 
area along said electrical conductor or on said himinaries. 

6. (Previously Presented) An emdurable decoration light string as claimed in claim 1, 
wherein the winding of the decoration Ught string with said non-e!cctrical connector uses said 
non-dcctrical ootmector as an axis to wind the decoration light string. 

7. (Currently Amended) An endurable decoration lig^it string as claimed in claim 1, 
wherein said electrical conductor to be separated out to connect with said luminaries, said 
electrical conductor on one side of a long trunk being a curve, a flei Ui tic akuot firmly w it h 
i»he«.bv said Icn Mtafinnlv connected to said non-<lecirical connector 

function [[being]] it obtained, said electrical conductor [[bdngj] not affected while the draw 
force [[being]] i§ formed and said non-electrical connector hemg aUh to takt g a pablg taking 
tiie force. 

8. (Previously Presented) An endurable decoration light string as claimed in claim 1 , 
wherein said non-electrical connector is composed of single wire, multiple wires or several

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conxkectors. 

9. (Previously Presented) An endurable decoration ligk string as claimed in claim 1 . 
wherein said non-electrical connector is attachedto decorative articles, such as leaf or designed 
pattern. 

10. (Previously Presented) An endurable decoration liglit string as claimed in claim 1, 
wherein said non-electrical connector is composed of multiple wires and winds with several 
decoratiOtt light strings, wherein said non-electrical connector and said decoration light strings 
form round, triangle, rhombus, and square shape or predetermined pictures or words to make 
said luminaries on said electrical conductor form similar body contour shape of said round, 
triable, rhombus, and square shape or predeteimined pictures or words. 

1 1 . OPreviously Presented) An endurable decoration light string as claimed in claim 1 > 
wherein said luminaries and said electrical conductor are connected in series, parallel or series- 
parallel. 

12. (Previously Presented) An endurable decoration light string as claimed in claim 1. 
wherein said luminaries are composed of luminaiy components such as: lamp bulb, tungsten 
laxapi LED and lamp holder or lamp base.

14. (Qmently Amended) An OTdumbledecoraUon light string comprisi^ 
a set of light strings; and 

one or more non-electrical connector, wherein said light sbings include a set of 
mutually connective luminaries along an electrical conductor, said electrical conduaor being

fixedly on a predetacmined fixed position of both head and tail ends and center part of the 
decoration light string[[J] by lyingaknot on saidpredetenninedfixedposition^^ 
the length of the decoration li^ string being longer than the length of said non-electrical 
connector[(J] such that [[the]] & drawing force [[being]] is resisted by said non-electrical 
1 0 connector to protect the endurable strength of die decoration light string. 

15. (Currently Amended) An endurable decoration light string conqprismg: 
a set of light strings; and 

one or mote non-electrical connector, wherein said li^t strings inchide a set of 
mutually connective luminaries fixed along on an electrical conductor, said electrical conductor 
5 being a single ai multiple wiie[[s]]. and having non-electrical connector extending parallel or 

winding fixedly on a predetermined fixed position of bolh head and tul ends and center part 
of the decoration light string, by tying a knot on said predetermined fixed position firmly, the 
decoration light string and non-electrical connector being substantially parallel ot winding

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along said electrical conductor and fixed on said predetermined fixed position to cnhancg

16. (Currently Amended) An endurable decoratiion light string cotnprising: 

an electrical conductor of single or multiple wires, in a series network; 

a head hmunaiy provided proximate to an end of said series network; 

a tail luminary provided proximate to anotiiier end of said series network; 
5 an intermediate luminary located between said head luminary and said tail luminary 

in part of said series network, wbcrcin each said luminaiy inchides aholder, alamp bulb fixed 
in said holder, an electrical conductor input portion of said electrical conductor leading into 
and proximate to said holder, an electrical output portion of satd electrical conductor leading 
out of and proximate to said holder, and said input portion and said output portion define a 
1 0 predetomined fixed position; 

a non-electrical connector extending substandally parallel to said electrical conductor, 
said non-electrical connector having a securing means provided at each of said head luminaiy, 
said tail luminary and said intermediate luminaiy and positioned at least at a location of inside 
said holder and by a knot around said predetermined fixed position, said non-electrical 
15 connector having a tensioned means fajLaJgaol to counter a drawing force on said series 

network,

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17. (Previously Presented) An endurable decoration light string according to claim 1 6, 
whereinthe length of said electrical conductorbetween two said predetermined fixed positions 
is lon^ than the loigdi of said non-electrical connector. 

1 8. (Previously Presented) An endurable decoration light string according to claim 16, 
whereintheresistancestiengthto the drawforce of saidnon^lecbrical coimectoris greater than 
that of said electrical conductor and the rate of extension of said non-electrical connector is 
smaller than that of said electrical conductor. 

19. (Previously Presented) An endurable decoration light string according to claim 16, 
wherein the length of said non-electrical connector is shorter than the length of said electrical 
conductor, and resistance strength to the draw force of said non-electrical connector is greater 
than the resistance strength of said electrical conductor and Ihe rate of expansion of said non- 
electrical connector is smaller than the rate of expansion of said electrical conductor between 
two said predetermined fixed positions.
